Council Places Order for New Street Lighting System 


Council Listens 
to Protests And 
Complaints 

1941 Assessment Roll Adopted; 

Two Ratepayers Complain of 

Mud in Front of Residences. 

The regular monthly meeting of 
the council was held on Monday 
evening. Present: Mayor Antro- 
bus; Councillors Aboussafy, Cox, 
Duitil, Ford and Ramsay. 

Walter Chuckla, representing 
the Polish, Slav and Ukrainian 
concert committee, asked that 
council appoint a representative to 
attend the concert in the Polish 
hall next Sunday and be prepared 
to say a few words on behalf of 
the town. As Councillor Dutil will 
be present to represent the Red 
Gross, Councillor Ford will accom¬ 
pany him and speak on behalf of 
the town. 

Two parties were present to get 
an explanation regarding a re¬ 
cent tax notice sent them by the 
secretary-treasurer. Following an 
explanation by the mayor, part 
payment will be paid on tax ar¬ 
rears and so eliminate the neces¬ 
sity of a caveat being placed on 
the properties. 

Adam Wilson and George Evans 
were both present to ask council 
to take measures to eliminate the 
sea of mud which lies at their res¬ 
pective residences. The Works & 
Property committee was author¬ 
ized to investigate. The drainage 
system at the b^evay-Radley resi¬ 
dences on Third street will also be 
inspected with a view to improve¬ 
ment. 

The tenant of the Lycka home 
was present to ask council to sel'l 
him the Lycka property. He stat¬ 
ed he has consulted town solicitor 
Bannan and the latter had advised 
him that council would be in a 
position to sell the property this 
April. Council was not convers¬ 
ant with that fact and secretary 
will write Mr. Bannan asking for 
full particulars. 

Mickey Joyce, Ernie Houghton 
and Wm. Chapman were present 
and protested as ratepayers 
against Councillor Ford occupying 
a seat at the council table. They 
charged that he was not a proper¬ 
ty holder at the time of his elec¬ 
tion and therefore was not eligible 
to seek election to hold office. 
Much was said during the argu¬ 
ment which finally wound up by 
the three ratepayers stating they 
would appeal against a decision 
given by town solicitor Bannan 
and take the matter to the district 
court. The council, at a previous 
meeting, had gone on record to 
abide by the solicitor’s decision 
which they have done. 

Permission was granted 1 the 
Empire Hotel to instal a neon sign 
on the property. 

A $10 grant was authorized to 
the Canadian Institute for The 
Blind. 

A letter from a department of 
the provincial government that a 
government assessor could not 
assess in an incorporated town. 

The latest water analysis re¬ 
vealed that the local water sup¬ 
ply is pure. 

Electric wiring in the Berlin 
flats was recently inspected by 
town inspector Stewart Murdoch. 
He recommended some improve¬ 
ments be made and these will be 
relayed to Mr. Berlin by the coun¬ 
cil. 

Mr. Knapman, 0 f Blairmore, was 
present and gave a detailed ac¬ 
count of a salvage organization 
which he proposed to set up in the 
Pass. Mayor Antrobus was ap¬ 
pointed to represent the council 
on the committee. 

Last year’s assessment was 
adopted. J. S. D’Appdlonia will 
be appointed assessor for 1942.

By mid-December over 13,000 Axis prisoners captured by British 
and Imperial troops in the Libyan advance had reached Cairo on their 
way to prison camps for the rest of the war. The recapture of Bardia 
yielded 7,500 more, among them the German General Schmidt, the first 
German General to raise the white flag fn this war. By January 7 the 
total was 25,000. Axis prisoners brought to Cairo from Libya nearing 
the massive walls of the 11th Century Citadel fortress. Beyond is the 
Mohamed Ali Mosque, and right, the Mosque of Sultan Hassan. 

Joe Venier Remanded To Higher 
Court By Magistrate Gresham; 

Bail Set At $8,000 


Preliminary Evidence Heard at 

Wednesday’s Trial; Magistrate 

Gresham Presided. 

The preliminary trial of Joe 
Venier, of Bellevue, charged with 
manslaughter, was heard at the 
local court house on Wednesday 
morning, Magistrate J- W Gresh¬ 
am presiding 

Witnesses Dr. Lou Leake, Dr. G. 
Claxton, Karol Mayerchak, Helen 
Siska, Sabina Mayerchak, Pauline 
Kouchuska, Wm. Kosma and Joe 
Sprout retold the evidence which 
they had given at th e inquest on 
Wednesday, March 11. 

New witnesses were Mrs. Brun- 
ing, of Blairmore, who had been 
the duty nurse at the time the ac¬ 
cident happened. She told of the 
external appearance of Rose Bub- 
niak and Julia Mayerchak when 
brought to hospital. 

Gordon Ross, employee at the 
Summit Inn, Crows Nest, told of 
seeing and speaking with Venier 
on the day in question. Venier had 
entered the beer parlour at 3.30 or 
4 p.m. and had gone in and out of 
the beer parlour on a few occa¬ 
sions till 7 p.m. when he departed. 
He stated Venier was as sober 
when he left as he was when he 
entered the premises. Venier had 
10 or 11 beers during the time he 
was in the Inn. 

Joe Buratta, of West Coleman, 
described the truck’s progress 
through a portion of West Cole¬ 
man on the night of the fatality. 
He described it as zig-zagging 
from side to side. 

Constable Stewart, R.C.M.P., 
gave evidence of having received 
the report of the accident, visiting 


the scene, examining the broken 
fence, picking up pieces of glass 
found near the fence and having 
the glass examined at local gar¬ 
ages where it was found to be part 
Qf the lense of a Fargo truck. He 
travelled to Venier’s garage at 
Bellevue that night where he 
found a 1939 Fargo truck. One of 
J;hp headlights was broken and 
pieces of glass were found inside 
the lamp. When matched with the 
glass found at the scene of the 
accident they were found to 
match in the same manner as a 
jig saw puzzle. Glass from the 
lamp and from the scene of the 
accident were found to match so 
perfectly that the words “Connec¬ 
ticut” and “rightway” were form¬ 
ed from the different pieces. The 
truck was seized and later return¬ 
ed. He also found Venier’s name 
and address painted in large let¬ 
ters on the left hand side of the 
cab, and the name and address 
nailed to the right hand side of 
the truck on a placard. He saw 
accused and would describe him as 
intoxicated at about 10 or 11 p.m. 
that evening. 

Sergeant Mudiman had great 
difficulty in questioning Paul Sor- 
rltino, who had stated at the in¬ 
quest he had accompanied Venier 
on the ill-fated ride. After much, 
time had been spent with Sorrltino 
it was decided to waive his evi¬ 
dence till a later date. 

Following the hearing of the 
evidence Venier appeared before 
Magistrate Gresham and was re¬ 
manded to a higher court to be 
held at Macleod. Bail was set at 
$8,000 which Venier had to raise 
by 3 p.m. that afternoon.

Material and 
Installation to 
Cost $l r 500 

General Electric Company 

Given Order; 34 Units to be 

Installed, Ranging in Power 

From 300 to 500 Watt Lights. 

At the council meeting on Mon¬ 
day night two General Electric 
salesmen were present at the in¬ 
vitation of the council to explain 
certain street lighting systems, 
the amount of material required 
and the cost of material and in¬ 
stallation necessary for the main 
street system. 

These gentleman brought with 
them a massive looking unit which 
had been placed on the market 
four years ago and which was in 
general use throughout the cities 
of Alberta as well as the larger 
towns such as Red Deer, High 
River, Ponoka and Pincher Creek. 
One gratifying feature about this 
unit was that it was dustproof. 
The outside of the glass was so 
designed that rain washed the dust 
from it. The salesmen guaran¬ 
teed 80% light output from each 
lamp. 

A survey of the present lighting 
system from the east end of town 
at the Coleman photo studio right 
through to the bottom of Carbon- 
dael hill revealed that to give 
proper lighting 34 units would 
have to be installed. 

Cost of the material and labor 
is estimated to total close to $1,500. 

Six 500-watt lamps would be 
installed at the busiest comers and 
the 300-watt lamps on the street 
and highway. 

Before council would commit 
themselves by placing the order a 
meeting was hurriedly called be¬ 
tween an official of the Coleman 
Light & Water Co. and the council 
at 10.30 that evening to find out 
if a proposal offered by tbe com¬ 
pany some years ago, that if the 
council would double its consump¬ 
tion the company would cut the 
rate to the council in half. The 
Light & Water company listened to 
the council’s proposal and gave it 
instant co-operation by abiding by 
its proposal of some years ago. 

The street light system will con¬ 
sume almost three times that of 
the former system but the total 
consumption will be based on the 
amount of power consumed by all 
street lights throughout the town. 
This may mean that in order to 
double the consumption of the 
town’s system a number of extra 
lights may have to be installed in 
the residential district. 

The order was placed with the 
General Electric company the next 
morning and the system is expect¬ 
ed to be in effect within the next 
two months. 

Present plans call for four lights 
being installed from the Photo 
studio to the Liquor Vendor’s 
store, three lights from The Mo¬ 
tordrome to Bencko’s, four from 
Coleman Hotel to Singer Sewing 
Machine store, four from Holyk’s 
to the White Rose Service sta¬ 
tion, the other lights will continue 
on to the Caibondale hill. 

Due to the telephone poles and 
wires being on the south side of 
the street tbe lights will 'be install¬ 
ed on the north side.

The magnificent support that was accorded the second Victory Loan 
would indicate very clearly that the people of Canada have a keen appre¬ 
ciation of the necessity for furthering our war effort, and for providing the 
needed equipment for our armed forces. A significant feature of the loan 
was the number of small investors, indicating in a great many cases that 
many people of small means have made real sacrifices in their endeavor 
to furnish the sinews of war. Many stories appeared in the press during 
the progress of the campaign, some quite pathetic, of poor people who 
invested their meagre life savings in the cause of freedom.

ate in only about 400 miles of the 
watef involved. 

The Ottawa sources say soldiers 
and equipment transported by the 
route will be disembarked at an un¬ 
specified Alaskan port. From this 
point they will be transported to 
Fairbanks, Alaska, by rail. 

Troop transports could slip out of 
the large and well-equipped harbor 
of Prince Rupert and ease along the 
British Columbia coast behind a pro¬ 
tecting screen of islands. These is¬ 
lands are situated in waters where 
it would be impossible for submar¬ 
ines to operate. 

Ottawa sources offer three reasons 
for the importance of Prince Rupert 
as a base. They are: 

1. The Alaska road, even if com¬ 
pleted this year will be only a 
"pioneer” highway, capable of carry¬ 
ing only about 10 to 15 per cent, of 
the volume of a normal highway. 
Sufficient supplies to equip Alaskan 
defences could not be moved across 
it—or so these quarters say. 

2. Alternative ports- Seattle and 
Vancouver—are 750 miles farther by 
sea from Alaska and most of the ad¬ 
ditional distance is exposed to sub¬ 
marines. 

3. Prince Rupert already possesses 
adequate port facilities for the traffio, 
and has good rail connections.

All Must Work for Victory 

Though the nature of the miners’ work makes Satur¬ 
day a welcome relief from underground toil, yet the de¬ 
mands of war necessitate a six-day week as against 
five to till the demand. So long as the rights of labor 
are not infringed no reasonable man will draw the line 
for it rr^ist be considered as part of the war effort. 

The response to the Victory Loan appeal shows that 
given the right lead, the majority of the people of the 
Crows Nest mining area will back up the all-out effort 
to win the war. A large section of our population came 
from countries now under the iron heel of Nazi Ger¬ 
many, and they realize that there are privileges under 
our form of government which are today non-existent 
in most of Europe. 

St. John Ambulance Association’s Fine Work 

For many years Coleman has had St. John Ambu¬ 
lance and First Aid teams which have distinguished 
themselves in competition with teams throughout Can¬ 
ada. The time put in by the members to make them¬ 
selves proficient in this work is given voluntarily, so 
that in time of emergency or disaster they may be of 
service to their fellow men. The nature of the miner’s 
work is hazardous, and frequently accidents occur far 
below ground where it is difficult to promptly secure 
medical aid. Then it is that the services of First Aid 
men are vitally important, for their prompt action might 
save lives. The mining companies have encouraged 
this work among their employees, yet the spirit of ser¬ 
vice has been uppermost in the hearts of those who vol¬ 
unteer for this work. It is not reward or credit that they 
seek; it is the urge to help others in times of stress and 
danger. It is a spirit to be admired and commended, 
and it gives a feeling of pride that throughout the years 
there have been sincere leaders who have kept up the 
work and thereby encouraged younger men to fill the 
ranks as older men pass on. So quietly is their work 
carried on, including the giving of some of their time on 
Sundays to attend instruction classes, that it is taken for 
granted. They seek no publicity, which makes their 
services the more commendable. Deep down in the 
bowels of the earth many a quiet act of heroism has 
been performed and of which little has been said. It 
has oft been said that “Peace hath its heroes, no less 
than war,” and many instances could be recorded in the 
mining industry of men who have voluntarily faced 
death or injury to rescue comrades. 

Criminal Carelessness on Highways 

The death last week of a young schoolgirl aroused 
public indignation. The callousness of a driver proceed¬ 
ing onward after he had run over the victim, without 
stopping to find what assistance he might have render¬ 
ed, calls for the severest condemnation. It was a crim¬ 
inal act, and none the less excusable if the driver was 
under the influence of liquor. Added to whatever 
sentence might be meted out to fit the crime, drivers 
such as this should never be permitted to again be at the 
wheel of a vehicle on the highway. There are far too 
many incapable drivers, and many who though they 
may never take intoxicating liquor, are yet risks to the 
safety of others. Examinations for drivers licenses 
should be more severe. Driving a car at 40 miles or 
more requires steady nerves and the ability to think and 
act quickly. The wonder is that there are not many 
more fatalities considering the ease with which licenses 
can be secured. 

Musical Festival Next Month 

The Crows Nest Pass Musical Festival is an institu¬ 
tion which since 1925, the first year it was held, has en¬ 
couraged the study of music and singing among hun¬ 
dreds of young people in these mining towns. People 
in other parts of the province express their astonishment 
that there is such a high degree of culture in the art of 
music, particularly in an area that on the surface would 
not appear to be fertile ground for the study of the finer 
arts. Credit in large degrees goes to the teachers of 
music who have carried on in the face of financial diffi¬ 
culties, and who have coached pupils to a high degree of 
proficiency. Not only in individual performance have 
there been outstanding pupils, such as Frank Hosek, 
coached by Mr. W. H. Moser, but in the junior orches¬ 
tras as well. Towns far better equipped in the matter 
of talent and financial support have entered in competi¬ 
tion against these young people, yet invariably the top 
awards have gone to the competitors of this area. This ' 
festival is deserving of the support of all business peo¬ 
ple. It makes no great demand on anyone’s purse, yet 
its value in the finer things of life is beyond price, for 
music enlightens the soul and enriches the nation. 

Sport Keeps Up Morale 

War or no war, sports such as baseball and football 
are necessary for the young people. Isn’t it time to start 
the ball rolling towards organizing for the summer. The 
season is short, and now that Coleman has a well plan¬ 
ned field in a very attractive location, good use of it 
should be made for the three or four months of summer 
weather. Let’s get busy preparing right now. Remem¬ 
ber the fun in past seasons when rivalry was keen and 
large crowds turned out when we had less facilities than 
at present. With daylight saving in force there will be 
added opportunity for summer sports, and what is bet¬ 
ter for mind and body?

Explanations and Comments 

Jesus Is the Messiah, Mark 8:27-30. 
To escape the crowds and have an 
undisturbed opportunity to teach his 
disciples Jesus went; northward with 
them into the neighborhood of 
Caesarea Philippi. On the way he 
turned to them and asked, “Who do 
men say that I am?” Before ask¬ 
ing this question he had spent some 
time in prayer, according to Luke’s 
account, which would indicate how 
vitally important he regarded this 
conversation with them. 

John the Baptist, Elijah, one of the 
prophets, these were the men whom 
the people called Jesus, the disciples 
told him. The remarkable thing 
about what men thought of Jesus is 
that they found no one living great 
enough to whom they could compare 
him. 

"But who say ye that I am?" 
Jesus next questioned. It was not 
the opinion of the crowd, but that of 
his little group of followers that mat¬ 
tered supremely to Jesus, for he had 
failed with them, he had utterly fail¬ 
ed in his mission. He was depending 
upon them to carry on his work. But 
he had not failed, for Peter, as 
spokesman for the group, answered 
with conviction, “Thou art the 
Christ.”

HEALTH IN INDUSTRY 

The maintenance of health in in¬ 
dustry, particularly war industry, 
was the theme of a three-day post¬ 
graduate medical course, given at the 
University pf Toronto, recently. 

The courgp, which was open to 
medical graduates, particularly in¬ 
dustrial physicians, was the first of 
its kind ever given here. It follow¬ 
ed by nearly three months a special 
course for industrial nurses given by 
the School of Nursing. 

J. G. Cunningham, director of 
the Division of Industrial Hygiene, 
Ontario Department of Health, said 
the course was of special concern be¬ 
cause it studied the major causes of 
lost time in industry. 

Among the major causes are 
respiratory, gastro-intestinal, heart 
and ailments affecting the blood ves¬ 
sels and skin diseases. According to 
Cunningham, the course for 
nurses was particularly successful. 
There are five full-time industrial 
physicians in Ontario and 65 who are 
associated directly with industries on 
a retainer-part-time basis. There are 
also many physicians who are on call 
by firms for service in accident treat¬ 
ment. 

Lectures in the course dealt with 
health supervision in industry, with 
accidental wounds, injuries and bums 
and the control and management of 
sickness among industrial workers. 


Not Classed As Official 

Father Of Quints Refused Extra Gas 
Under Rationing Plan 
Oliva Dionne, father of the quin¬ 
tuplets, is going to get just the 
same amount of gasoline as any other 
drive-for-pleasure motorist when 
rationing becomes effective April 1. 

Mr. Dionne applied for inclusion in 
category “C” under rationing regula¬ 
tions on the ground that, as quints’ 
guardian, he should be classed as a 
government official. 

But, it was learned at Ottawa, that 
he is regarded as being in class "A’’ 
-entitled from 300 to 380 gallons 

of gasoline a year.

MAIL SHIP LOST 
THROUGH ENEMY ACTION 

Ask Public to Make Sure That 

All Mail is Properly Addressed. 

Word has been received that a 
westbound steamer, expected to 
reach Canada with 906 bags of 
mail, has been lost due to enemy 
action. 

This is something which is be¬ 
yond the control of the Canadian 
postal authorities and persons ex¬ 
pecting mail from overseas for 
the past week are asked to wait 
patiently on the chance that their 
mail might not have been on the 
ill-fated ship. Those who do not 
receive the expected mail must 
debit it to Hitler’s marauders and 
not to the carelessness of the 
postal department which is coping 
with and making a thorough good 
job of keeping the dtliveries com¬ 
ing through smoothly. 

The postal Department again 
urges the public to make sure let¬ 
ters and parcels are properly ad¬ 
dressed and in the case of parcels 
that they are properly wrapped. 
The increased mail for overseas 
makes it imperative that postal 
employees’ time be devoted to ex¬ 
pediting a regular flow of mails 
rather than diverted to attend to 
letters which are improperly ad¬ 
dressed or to re-pack and re-ad¬ 
dress parcels.

Must Stick To 
Sugar Regulations 

A warning to merchants who 
without question, fill requests for 
sugar in excess of the sugar-ra¬ 
tioning regulations is given by 
Walter S. Campbell, Prices and 
Supply representative for Alberta 
under the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. 

“As a result of information 
given to us,” says Mr. Campbell, 
“we have sent out certain persons 
to make ’ sugar purchases for the 
Board, in excess of the amounts al¬ 
lowed for their families. In many 
cases it was found that merchants 
filled these orders without any 
question whatever, and without 
taking the name of the purchaser. 
Retailers, as well as consumers, are 
bound by the sugar-rationing reg¬ 
ulations and must observe them.” 

The regulations allow three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar per 
person—50 per cent more than the 
allowance in Great Britain—and 
supplies may be bought for two 
weeks in advance. A family of 
four may buy 6 pounds of sugar 
each two weeks and a family of 
six, 9 pounds. 

Where the housewife wishes to 
make marmalade, she can obtain 
the extra proportionate amount of 
sugar required when buying the 
oranges, or on production of the 
purchase slip.
